Richard Brock (formerly Belzard) was the son of the late Richard and Mary Alice Belzard Sadler and assumed the surname of his uncle, Thomas C. Brock of Hamilton, Ontario. 
He enlisted in the Royal Naval Air Service for the duration of the war on 9 March 1916 at Hamilton. He was listed as a magneto repairer. After arrival in the UK he would have 
undergone a period of training, presumably at Cranwell. Evidence from his personal photograph album entitled “POLEGATE PATROL DAYS” (copies of the photographs 
contained in the original album were made prior to its donation to a museum) indicate that he was then posted to Polegate flying in various aircraft, but predominately in Airships. 
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Crew of the SSZ 30 Airship 
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The “Dover Air Force” included the first Airship base which was established at Capel between Folkestone and Dover on 8 May 1915 and Polegate, near Eastbourne on 6 July 1915. 
By the end of 1915 there were three airships stationed at Polegate employed in anti-submarine patrols. These patrols were designed to inhibit the practice of German submarines 
from resting on the surface of the Channel. Airships from these two bases sighted 32 submarines and attacked 18 of them. 


There were two basic designs of Airship in use at the time. The Submarine Scout (SS) non-rigid airship (or blimp) was first constructed in 1915. Brock’ photo album contains a 
picture of the SS-30 which was noted as Brock’s usual ship. An improved class SS-Zero (SSZ) was developed around the middle of 1917 and adopted as the standard design. It was 
blunt-nosed, with a length of 145 feet, a diameter of 30 feet, and its volume was 70,000 cubic feet. Suspended below was a 3-man car. The Airship’s top speed was 52 miles per 
hour. The standard armament consisted of a Lewis Gun and one bomb fastened on each side of the nacelle. 


These airship patrols were truly feats of endurance carried out in fair or foul weather, night or day. One crew did a continous patrol in SSZ 28 or 26 hours and 30 minutes which 
earned them a mentioned in dispatches.

Thomas Prince was the great-great-grandson of the famed Chief Peguis, who led his band of Saulteaux Indians from Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario to Lake Winnipeg in the latter part of 
the 1790's. His father, Harry, met and married Elizabeth Desjarlais, a member of the Brokenhead band. Tommy was born in a canvas tent in Petersfield, Manitoba in October of 1915, 
one of eleven children. He lived an austere life as he grew up, enjoying few comforts. He took pride in his abilities as a hunter and trapper, skills that were learned from his father. 


Tommy attended the Elkhorn Residential School until the age of 16, when it became more important to help the family during the depression years. He could often be seen heading 
north from Scanterbury to go hunting for deer or other animals to provide extra food. Tommy had learned to make every shot count during this period as ammunition was limited 
by their Treaty Allowance, which allowed each family one cupful (8 oz.) of gunpowder and three pounds of shot per year. Tommy worked at various jobs, always helping to provide 
for his family and other members of the band. On one of his hunting trips he had managed to get among a flock of mudhens, Tommy bagged over a hundred of them and shared 
his catch with the entire reserve. 


When the rise of Nazi Germany led to the outbreak of war in 1939, Canada was immediately drawn into the conflict as an ally of England. A call for volunteers was sent out and 
Tommy Prince went to answer it. He originally applied for the infantry but his lack of formal education placed him far down the waiting list. Tommy then applied to the Canadian 
Engineers and was accepted into the 1st Corps Field Park Company on 3 June 1940. After six weeks of basic training, the unit sailed for Europe. Tommy was excited and looking 
forward to the adventure of combat. He was to be disappointed though, as he found himself in a support role. He spent two years guarding military and civilian establishments while 
stationed in England. He was a curiosity to the English people, who often asked if he was a real Red Indian. When he affirmed that he was, Tommy usually received an invitation to 
tea or dinner. It made for some interesting weekends following the dull and monotonous work he was doing. Tommy began to fear that he would never see any combat action. 


In 1942, the military leaders decided to form a paratroopers unit. Calls for volunteers went out and Tommy Prince, seeing this as his big chance was among those volunteers to be 
accepted. He was sent to the parachute school at Ringway near Manchester for extensive training. He had a natural ability for taking advantage of cover and was a crack shot. These 
qualities enabled him to be one of only nine out of a hundred to gain his jump wings and led to his being promoted to the rank of Corporal. In September 1942 Tommy Prince flew 
back to Canada to join the 1s‘ Canadian Parachute Battalion. 


The 1st Canadian Parachute Battalion, was attached to the American First Special Service Force, an airborne unit known as the Green Berets. As part of this force, Tommy Prince wore 
the American Uniform. This particular force consisted of fully qualified paratroopers who were then given extensive and rigorous additional training as ski troops, mountain fighters, 
demolition specialists, and hand to hand combat. It has been described as the best small fighting force ever assembled on the North American continent. 


Tommy was introduced to the horrors of battle during the allied advance up the Italian peninsula. The advance had become bogged down by the strong fortified defences of the 
Gustav Line. The 1st Special Service Force was asked to attack behind the lines to divert the enemy while the main force launched an attack. The Force went around the Germans 
and landed at Anzio. After establishing a beach-head, they became pinned down by heavy fire. Many of the troops at Anzio were killed or wounded. Tommy's experience as a hunter 
and trapper served him well, and the Force recognized his superb fieldcraft. He was appointed as reconnaissance Sergeant and was sent out to reconnoiter the enemy positions and 
relay information back. It was at this beach-head, where the Force had spent ninety days without relief that Tommy's most famous exploit took place.

Tommy's years as a paratrooper and recent combat injury had done substantial 
damage to his right knee and the condition required surgery. Following the surgery, it was decided that Tommy would be unable to perform his duties and he was discharged from 
the Army with a small pension on 28 October 1953.

Major G. W. Treleaven, DSO, MC, CAMC; RCAMC. 


George Willard Treleaven was born at Killarney, Manitoba on 15 August 1889. His father, John, had emigrated from Lucknow, Ontario and his mother was a member of the Willard family 
of WCTU fame. Treleaven attended the University of Manitoba, graduating with a medical degree just prior to the outbreak of World War I. He enlisted in No. 16 Field Ambulance in 
Winnipeg as a Lieutenant on 12 August 1914. He was mobilized with the 4 Canadian Field Ambulance on 6 November 1914 and was promoted to Captain just prior to embarking for 
overseas duty. He sailed from Halifax on 21 April 1915 aboard SS Northland, with the Second Division. He arrived at West Sanding Camp, Schorncliffe on 29 April 1915. 


After experiencing some delay in obtaining the required equipment, he landed in France on 19 May 1916. As part of his duties, he attended the Oxebeare Gas School during September 
of 1916. Captain Treleaven was appointed to Brevet Major, CAMC on 7 December 1917. As a doctor, he was temporarily attached to the 5 Canadian Field Ambulance and to the 19» CEF 


Battalion several times. On 18 February 1918 he was appointed as Temporary Major and on 12 March 1919 he was promoted to Acting Lieutenant Colonel in command of the 5 Canadian 
Field Ambulance. 


Lieutenant Colonel Treleaven left France on 7 April 1919 and returned to Canada aboard SS Olympic on 10 May 1919. He relinquished his acting rank and transferred to the permanent 
force after the reorganization of the Royal Canadian Army Medical Corps in 1920. Treleaven was appointed to a Majority on 1 April 1920, being posted to No. 10 Manitoba Military Hospital 
in Winnipeg. 


In 1929 he went to the UK to study the medicine as it applied to aeronautics with the Royal Air Force. On his return, he was posted as Medical Officer (RCAF) at Camp Borden, being 
assigned to No. 2 Detachment, RCAMC. 


During the winter of 1930 - 31 whilst still serving as Medical Office at the camp, an outbreak of influenza rocked the camp. The outbreak quickly overwhelmed the small hospital, which 
was administering to fully four times its capacity. Major Treleaven was constantly in attendance. His assistant Medical Officer was incapacitated and Treleaven carried on alone. He had 
contracted the disease from prolonged exposure and the toll of his workload overtook him on 13 February, and he died on the 16% of pneumonia.

Military Medal: “On 25 May 1944, during the crossing of the Melfa River, Lance Corporal Harte of the Cape Breton Highlanders, senior stretcher bearer attached to ‘A’ Company, 
moved with the leading platoon. Throughout the advance the company was subjected to very intense mortar and machine-gun fire in addition to direct fire from a self-propelled 
gun. Undeterred, this non-commissioned officer moved from man to man encouraging them on to the objective. Heavy casualties were suffered by the company, but Lance 
Corporal Harte, personally searched the area for the casualties, dressed their wounds and assisted the other stretcher bearers in evacuating them to the Regimental Aid Post. Due 
to the gallantry of this non-commissioned officer, his medical skill and the speed with which he evacuated the wounded, many lives were saved. His coolness under fire and 
unwavering devotion to duty on this and many other occasions has had a marked effect on the stability of his comrades and been of real value to his company. Lance Corporal 
Harte has, throughout all engagements displayed exceptional personal courage and qualities of leadership which have been an inspiration and example not only to those under 
his command but also to all ranks with whom he has come in contact.” 


Bar to Military Medal: “Private Harte was a stretcher bearer in ‘A Company, Cape Breton Highlanders on 1 May 1945, when a platoon from the company was engaged in clearing 
the enemy from the village of Farmsum, on the Ems Canal opposite Delfzijl, the platoon in Farmsum was counter-attacked from the north and cut off from the company in Delfzijl. 
While fighting their way back, the platoon sustained a number of casualties of which all except one were evacuated safely. The remaining casualty was lying only thirty yards in front 
of an active machine-gun post. Private Harte volunteered to cross the canal and bring back the wounded man. Despite the knowledge that two other men had been killed trying 
to evacuate the wounded man, Private Harte dashed across the bullet swept bridge in full view of the enemy and reached the wounded man who was lying three hundred yards 
from the bridge. Private Harte lifted him on his back and crawled to the shelter of a house. Then having rendered first aid, he carried the wounded man back across the bridge to 
safety. Private Harte’s courageous action and selfless devotion to duty not only saved the life of his comrade but was an inspiring example to the entire company at a critical period 
in the action.” 


Charles Joseph Harte was born in 1915 at Dominion, Cape Breton, Nova Scotia and lived at Whitney Peir. He enlisted in the Cape Breton Highlanders at Sydney on 18 June 1941. 
He went overseas with the regiment and remained with it until his discharge at Halifax on 31 October 1945. Harte was one of the participants in the Cape Breton Highlanders “sit 
down strike” at Camp Aldershot. To quote Harte: “My stripe was up and down so many times that I lost track.” After his discharge he re-enlisted in March 1954 (dropping the ‘e’ 
from his last name as on obtaining his birth certificate it was discovered that birth was registered as Hart) and was assigned to the Royal Canadian Army Service Corps as Corporal 
(Ambulance Driver) and served in this capacity in Korea, although he arrived too late to see any of the action. Following his return he was posted to Camp Borden until his discharge 
at Halifax on 30 September 1960. Of the 150 first bars awarded during the Second World War only 10 were to Canadians. Harte further distinguished himself with a Mention in 
Despatches in 1945.
